Chicago, Oct. 14.—It is estimated 


that the robbers who held up train 
No. 9, on the Northwestern railroad 
near Dekalb, 111., last night, secured 
over $25,000. 
This amount was 


stated early today by General Man- 
ager Antisdel, of the American Ex- 
press company, to have been in the 
car in cash alone. 
The amount of 


jewelry, etc., Mr. Antisdel said he 
could not guess at. 


Following is the official report of 


the robbery received at the North- 
western dispatcher's office today. 


"Three or four men, masked and 


heavily armed, came to the office at 
tower W, a block station located half 
way between Elburn and Maple Park. 
Told operator to hold up his hands. 
This was about 10:50 p. m. 
He 


thought they were fooling, but they 
then tied him down with a buckskin. 


"There was a train coming and op- 


erator told the men it was fourth 
119, and the men cleared the block. 
But when No. 9 was approaching 
close the men saw it was the train 
and dropped the train order signal, 
stopping the train. 
Immediately 


blew open the safe in American Ex- 
press company's car, looted its con- 
tents, then cut off engine and ran to 
a point two miles west of Maple Park 
and escaped. The express train was 
badly damaged. " 


When the special train 
bearing 


General Superintendent Sanbora and 
Trainmaster Battisford reached the 
scene of the train robbery, they found 
that not only had the operator of 
Tower W been bound and gagged, 
but the conductor, engineer and fire- 
man of the train had been tied secure- 
ly to the express car, the robbers 
thus preventing immediate pursuit. 
The trainmen were only able to give 
their officials the direction the rob- 
bers had taken in 
making 
their 


escape. Shortly after the officials ar- 
rived another special train, bearing 
General Manager Antisdel, of 
the 


American Express company, W. A. 
Finkerton and a number* of detec- 
tives, arrived and organized pursuit 
was at once begun. A good descrip- 
tion of the robbers was furnished by 
Operator Whistler, of 
Tower 
W. 


Blood was streaming from Whistler's 
face, where he had been struck with 
a revolver by one of the robbers. He 
was almost dead from 
suffocation 


when released, the towel used as a 
gag having been stuffed down his 
throat. 


Three suspects were arrested 
at 


daybreak and taken to the 
South 


Elmhurst police station. 
The men 


were caught in a freight car, but the 
police were not at all confident that 
they had the right men. 


The Chicago and Northwestern 


railroad and the American Express 
company together offered a reward 
of $5,000 today for information lead- 
ing to the arrest and conviction of 
the Maple Park train robbers.

STIRRING WAR NEWS. 


London, Oct. 14. — Those who have 
een anxious for more stirring news 
rom the seat of war are getting it 
o the full this morning, as, accor ri- 
ng to the dispatches, shooting must 
have been nearly continuous along 
tie entire borders of the Boer repub- 
ics, while pitched battles have oc- 
urred or are occurring at various 
icints in Natal and British Bechuan- 
land. 
Most of these reports, however, re- 


main unconfirmed. As Mafeking is 
ut off telegraphically, the 
stories 


rom that point are generally 
of 


'Kaffir" origin and must be regarded 
with suspicion. 


While there is eveiy 
probability 


the train back to Mafeking, where 
they knew it was anxiously awaited 
with its load of guns and ammuni- 
tion. 
It is repoited that the Boers 


lost heavily, but there is no means 
of verifying this. Two miles of rails 
were torn up. 


There is no authoritative confirma- 


tion of the report that a battle has 
been fought in Natal between Gen. 
Sir George Stewart White and the 
Orange Free State troops, although 
there is no question that the Boers 
have crossed the frontier at several 
points. They are said to have eigh- 
teen guns, but if, as reported, the 
engagement began before the Boers 
had formed a laager and thrown up 
earthworks, the British cavalry and 
artillery are liable to have had the 
best of the fighting. 


GREAT VICTORY REPORTED. 
It is even already reported that the 


British have gained a great victory, 
that 2,000 Boers were killed and that 
the British loss was very light, but 
this may be without foundation, as 
another report has been published to 
the effect that Lord Rothschild was 
n receipt of news of a great British 
victory, but when the Associated 
Press representative questioned him 
egarding the alleged dispatch, he 
replied: 


'I am sorry that I have not re- 


ceived anything of the sort." 


The probability seems to be that 
here has been no fighting as yet in 
Natal. 


A DISQUIETING REPORT. 


London, Oct. 14.—In connection 


with the rumored attack upon Mafe- 
king. a disquieting report 
comes 


'rom Pretoria to the effect that the 
lustenburg and Marico commandoes 
have crossed the border and entered 
:he Roorigrond territory, between 
jytchenburg and Mafeking, blowing 
up the bridge over the Malopho river 
and destroying a train load of dyna- 
mite and the track. 


As Mafeking depends upon Rooi- 


grond for its water supply, the sig- 
nificance of this move is evident.

DESTRUCTION OF TRAIN. 


Further details are at hand

DETAILS OF FIRST FIGHTING. 


Vryburg, Bechuanland, Oct. 12.—

not successful.

This must have been the 
artillery of the Boers, whose numbers 
are probably exaggerated. The train 
engaged is known as the Mosquito 
train. Smaller armored trains from 
Mafeking, with fifteen men of the 
protectorate regiment, and a larger 
armored train, with the Lancashires, 
have arrived here, all proceeding to 
Kimberley in safety. 


ARMORED PATROL TRAINS. 


Durban, Oct. 14.—Two armored 


trains now patrol the line in the 
vicinity of Ladysmith. The trans- 
ports Gaul and Hensada arrived to- 
day from India.

LADIES AND CHILDREN FALL 


INTO THE WATER. 


TEAM BACKED OFF A BRIDGE 


THRILLING MISHAP BETWEEN 


ABOITE AND ROANOKE. 


MRS. VINCENT REED INJURED 


CHILDREN NARROWLY ESCAPE 


DROWNING. 


Information has just reached the 


city of a serious accident occurring 
a few days ago between Aboite and 
Roanoke, as a result of which Mrs. 
Vincent Reed sustained a broken col- 
lar bone and a fracture of the ankle, 
and others who were with her had 
miraculous escapes from more seri- 
ous consequences. 


A team of horses attached to a 


spring wagon, in which were Mrs. 
John Ellsworth and two children, 
and Mrs. Vincent Reed and one child, 
backed off the bridge over the Little 
River ditch. The bridge is in a strip 
of woods, and it was about 8 o'clock 
in the ex-ening as the ladies were 
passing over it. The horses became 
frightened "t some object in the 
darkness and reared frantically back- 
ward, pushing the wagon and its ter- 
rified occupants over the side of the 
bridge. 
The team was unable to 


stop and it plunged backward on top 
of the wagon and its occupants into 
the water eight feet below. Fortu- 
nately the water is not deep at this 
season of the year, or some of the 
party 
would 
surely 
have been 


drowned. 


Mrs. Elsworth, who was driving, 


umped as the wagon left the bridge, 
but her companion and the three chil- 
dren went down with the team and 
wagon 
One of the horses partially 


pinned Mrs. Peed to her seat, and 
though she realized she was pain- 
fully injured, she freed herself by a 
struggle and began the work of sav- 
ng the children. There in the dark- 
ness they struggled for some time, 
until Mrs. Reed was able to grasp 
ihe children and hand them up to 
Mrs. 
Ellsworth, who stood upon the 


bank nearly frantic from fear. 


The first child rescued was Mrs. 


Ellsworth's 8-months-old babe, and 
t was to all appearances dead when 
its agonized mother grasped it. It 
had nearly strangled in the water, 
jut after a few moments was suc- 
cessfully resuscitated. 
Mrs. Ells- 


worth's other little one and Mrs. 
fteed's child, each about 3 years of 
age, 
were not seriously injured, 


though considerably bruised. 


As soon as Mrs. Reed had been as- 


sisted out of the water Mrs. Ells- 
worth ran to the residence of Harry 
Crawford near the scene of the acci- 
dent, for assistance. The party was 
taken to the Crawford home and phy- 
sicians summoned. Mrs. Reed's in- 
juries were the more serious, and she 
is yet at the Crawford hame under 
the care of physicians. Mrs. Ells- 
worth and the children have entirely 
recovered from their unpleasant ex- 
perience.

Not Enough Wind to Sail a Feather 


and the Yachts Did Not 


Try to Race. 


New York, Oct. 14.—Today, for the 


seventh time in the present inter- 
national series for the America's cup, 
'no race" was signalled. The wind 
ailed today and, although the Co- 
umbia and the Shamrock went out 
o the starting line, it was apparent 
ong before the time of the start it 
would be impossible to sail the race. 
Strange as it may seem, there was 
an excellent'sailing breeze along the 
•oast, but not enough air off the 
ightship to fill the sails of the con- 
ending yachts. Early in the toorn- 
ng there was an excellent prospect 
'or a breeze and as a consequence 
he Columbia and the Shamrock were 
icked up in tow and were early at 
he line. There they remained—part 
)f the time in tow and part of the 
ime moving slowly under their own 
ails. 
The breeze lightened all the while 


and the fog lifted, and one by one the 
excursion boats came down past the 
look, until at noon there was quite a 
fleet around the lightship, with not a 
hope of a race. 


The race was officially declared off 


a few minutes later. 


The scheduled date for the next 


meeting of the Columbia and the 
Shamrock is Monday, The course 
will be the same as that fixed for the 
original first race, fifteen miles to 
windward or leeward and return.

hroes of such a test it has been en- 
raged this week—and day and night. 


Gangs of men are working inces- 


santly at the ports that dot England's 
shores, transforming 
liners 
into 


roop ships. 
Largely 
augmented 


forces are ceaselessly 
turning out 


ammuniiton and ordnance stores. 
Some idea of the activity in this 
branch can be gained from the fact 
that three million rounds of small- 
arm ammunition left Woolwich last 
week. 


Although the manufacture of the 


favorite new bullet, "mark 5,'" has 
been retraded by an outbreak of lead 
poisoning among the employes, this 
department 
is working day and 


night. 


Tons of scrap zinc are being used 


to make gas for war balloons which 
are being taken out on a more exten- 
sive scale and with a more complete 
equipment than ever before. 


Meanwhile the men for whom these 


implements of war are being made 
are pouring out of the barracks to 
the posts, standing by to embark, 
drilling, maneuvering and practicing 
at targets every spare hour. The re- 
serves are swarming into Aldershot 
in unheralded batches and reshould- 
ering their rifles as if the trans- 
foimation from civic to military life 
were merely an every day occurrence. 


The huge mobilization at Aider- 


shot is now in chaige of Major 
Thomas Kelly-Conly, inspector gen- 
eral auxiliary forces and recruiting, 
who has succeeded Gen. Sir Redvers 
Buller. All the work is new. It is 
the first time that anything of the 
kind has been attempted since the 
short-service system went into effect. 
A visit to Aldershot produces the im- 
pression that everything is going 
like clock work, but it is too early 
yet to express a definite opinion re- 
garding the British mobilization. 


For the reserves themselves, who 


aic obliged to leave their wives and 
families on a pitiful pittance from the 
government, much public sympathy 
has been aroused, exemplifying the 
truth of Rudyard Kipling's jeer, "A 
special tmin for Atkins when the 
band begins to play." 


A number of reserves who were not 


called out have asked to be allowed 
to serve in South Africa, and 'a sim- 
ilar spirit of spontaneous, practical 
patriotism is seen on all sides. 


Sir Redvers Buller's force includes 


the flower of the English nobility. 
The excellent marksmanship, com- 
bined with the fact that it is un- 
written rule in the British army that 
officers must always stand under fire 
even though the men are lying down, 
makes mourning probable in many a 
noble British house. The admiralty, 
is perhaps, more on trial than the 
army, especially as it is well known 
that Gen. Lord Garnet Wolsley. com- 


I mander-in-chief. does not appiove a 
system which gives the navy such 


elicited the intou* admiration of 
Count Von Koltke, but the task of 
shipping more than 52,000 men has 
no parallel in the history of England. 
Already the two branches of the serv- 
ice are beginning to blame each other 
for various delays, but it is scarcely 
apparent that there has yet been any 
serious lack of facilities. 


The ship brokers have undoubtedly 


worked something like a corner on 
the admiralty, as they did during the 
Hispano-American war, and the re- 
cent breaking down of two trans- 
ports is still the cause of considerable 
abuse of the admiralty. 


The weakest point in the whole 


mobilization seems to be the army 
service corps, corresponding to the 
United States commissary. The var- 
ious stations has been gutted to ob- 
tain the necessary officers and men, 
yet many line officers assure the As- 
sociated Press that the arrangements 
are gravely inadequate for such a 
corps. 


In this connection the Naval and 


Military Record says: 


"It is quite clear that, if England 


has to provide a second or third army 
corps for foreign service, these, or 
either of them would have to do with- 
out a full equipment. That this un- 
pleasant discovery will form the sub- 
ject of inquiry in parliament goes 
without saying," 


The new battleshin Bulwark will 


be launched on October 18. She will 
have been under construction less 
:han seven months. This will cre- 
ate a launching time record and a 
weigh record for time under con- 
struction, her displacement 
being 


15,000 tons. 


The admiralty is experimenting 


with a new wireless telegraphy in- 
vention, the contrivance of W. H. 
Sullivan, which includes a device for 
determining distances between ships. 
There is considerable speculation as 
to whether Signer Marconi will be 
able to induce the United States navy 
to adopt his system. 


The capture of the armored train 


on the western border of the Trans- 
vaal is the beginning of a few antic- 
ipated reverses at the outset of th» 
campaign. The Boer plan is now un- 
folding itself. 


It seems to be to strike simultane- 


ously at different points, with a view 
of obtaining a strong strategic posi- 
tion in Natal before the arrival of 
the British army corps. At all points 
the British are faced by Boer forces 
superior at least in number. The 
most dangerous positions, especially 
since the loss of the armored train,

If suc- 
cessful in getting it it will tide me 
over my beginning here." 


This was an eminently proper and 


manly position to take. 
The place 


Mr. Bryan wanted was a mere clerk- 
ship. There was no more honor in it 
than in the position of salesman in a 
dry goods store. Its only attraction 
was the salary, and it was just as 
legitimate for a young man with a 
family to suppoit to want that salary 
as to want his fees as a lawyer. 
It 


was better and more American for 
him to ask for this office frankly as 
a matter of business than to say: 
"I 


want to be an office-holder for the 
chance it gives me to pose 
as 
a 


greatei man than my neighbor." 


Appointive offices in general ought 


to be on the same level with other 
business 
positions. When a man 


wnnts something more than a chance 
to earn an honest living—when he is 
after office for the honor there is in 
it—he ought to apply to the fountiin 
of honor, the people, as Bryan is do- 
ing now. 


Not content with publishing 
the 


private letter of his former friend 
and misrepieseiiting it as applying 
to the present honorable ambition of 
Mr. Bryan to fill the highest place in 
the gift of the people, the unspeak- 
able Moiton sent a reporter to ask 
Mr. Bryan whethei he had ever said 
that he -wanted office for the money 
there was in it, and not

naturally followed was embodied in 
the reporter's affidavit and published 
along with the ancient'letter to prove 
Mr. Bryan a liar.

dents of Boston and vicinity aug 
merited by thousands of visitors from 
other sections of the commonwealtl 
and from adjacent states, today did 
honor to Admiral Dewey. The heart; 
greeting with which Admiral Dewe; 
was received when he arrived las 
night direct from his native stat 
seldom, if ever, has been equalled 
but the preliminary welcome wa 
completely overshadowed today in 
that given by the multitude when 
ever the famous Vermonter appeare 
in public, and particularly as he rod 
through the city in the front rank 
of the brilliant naval and militar 
pageant, which was the chief even 
of the day. 


The demonstration really was on 


in which all the states from easter: 
Canada to Long Island Sound unite 
to acknowledge the honors due th 
great naval leader and his men fo 
their triumph in the Bay of Manila 


Some of the New England state 


sent their governors and some a num 
ber of their other prominent men 
From all parts came large delega 
tions. Disappointing weather condi 
tions prevailed early in the day. A 
thick fog that frequently becam 
mist prevailed. 


Later, however, the heavy sky be 


gan to brighten and then the sun 
broke through the haze. 


Boston today was decorated as th 


city seldom has been. The route o 
the parade presented a mass of coloi 
extending 
on many blocks 
from 


street to roof. Pictures of Adrrfira 
Dewey seemed to be everywhere 
there were few private residence 
throughout the city from the islani 
wards to Germantown that did no 
throw the colors to the breeze. Th 
streets throtfgh which the parad 
passed were dressed mainly unde 
the direction of an 
architectura 


committee and a systematic plan ha' 
been followed in the arrangement o 
colors which resulted in the mos 
picturesque and harmonious combi 
nations. 
The first part of today' 


program was devoted to a musical re 
cital by the school children of th 
city, to the number of about 25,000 
on the common at 10 o'clock. Th 
admiral and party were escorted with 
difficulty from the headquarters a 
the Hotel Touraine through the im 
mense crowds. 


From the common the admiral and 


party were conducted to a large re 
viewing stand in front of the citj 
hall building where, just before 11 
o'clock, Mayor Quincy, in the pres 
ence of city officials and guests and 
thousands of spectators, presentee 
him, on behalf of the city of Boston 
with a magnificent jewel-studded 
watch. 
This ended the part of the 


program allotted to the city govern 
ment with the exception of the latei 
entertainment provided for the offi- 
cers and men of the Olympia. 


The admiral was driven to the 


Back Bay, where the parade was in 
-}>s0cess of formation, and the com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts assumed 
the" direction of affairs. 


By the stand at the city hall 


twenty-eight trained singers from 
the Handel and Haydn society were 
seated. 
As the admiral and his 


party appef.wd upon the stand the 
chorus sang "See the C6nquering 
Hero Comes," to which the admiral 
listened, chapeau in hand, at the 
close of which he stepped forward 
and acknowledged the reception with 
repeated bows. The action called 
forth a great wave ef cheers, which 
Mayor Quincy arose ani checked with 
uplifted hand. 


The mayor then read his-address 


of presentation to the distinguished 
guest, who remained seated, at the 
mayor's suggestion. 
< 


In his address Mayor Quincy char- 


acterized the battle of Manila bay as 
"the greatest since Trafalgar." He 
said: 


"The people of America are grate- 


ful. 
They would gladly bestow upon 


you any honor, even the highest in 
their gift. They give their homage 
because by one hard and daring blow, 
delivered 8,000 miles from an Ameri- 
can port, you destroyed the founda- 
tion of the Asiatic Spain and earned 
the right to be called a peacemaker 
by greatly hastening the close of the 
war. 


"But I believe that it was far more 
he qualities you afterwards dis- 
played in the year of arduous and 
delicate service which followed—a 
service unoxemplifled in its character 
n our own bittory—which have won 


'or you such unique manifestations 
of the respect and affection of 75,- 
000,000 people. 


"Our people love you as an example 


of great devotion to high duty. In 
our national perplexities arising out 
of the strange and trying situations 
which confront us in the Philippines, 
we tuin to you, who know conditions 
so well, for counsel, for guidance, for 
still further service. 


'The city government of Boston 


now desires to present you, Admiral 
Dewey, a gift which you may take 
away as a slight token of our grati- 
tude for your services to the coun- 
try, of the special pride which we 
feel in you as a son of New England, 
and as a memento of this memorable 
visit. The suggestion of a watch as 
a suitable present came from one of 
your former shipmates. We offer it 
to you upon a silver tray, which will 
hand down to your descendants, in a 
more enduring form than parchment, 
the inscription engraved upon it for- 
mally extending to you the freedom 
of the city of Boston. May the time 
which this watch shall mark deal 
gently with you and may you be 
long spared to serve your country, in 
whatever station she may most need 
you."

THE RUSH. 


Fort Wayne lines are not alone in 


the freight "boom" mentioned in The 
Sentinel yesterday. There are others 
and of them the Chicago Record says: 


"Never before in the history of the 


western railroads has the general 
traffic been greater than it is at the 
present time. 
The handling of 


freight alone is bringing more money 
into the exchequers of the various 
lines than did the entire business in 
the "hard-time" years, and the pas- 
senger business is better with many 
roads than was that of the autumn 
months of the World's' Fair year. 
Everywhere the cry for more cars is 
going up and everywhere shippers 
are obliged to keep in line and 
patronize the railroads at the rail- 
roads' convenience. 


"All available rolling stock is be- 


ing utilized and still the roads are 
obliged to refuse much traffic. It is 
said that never before in the history 
of railroad operation has there been 
a greater and more lengthy demand 
for freight cars than at this time. 
And the traffic continues' to giow 
greater. Within the last few weeks 
the increase in the freight business 
was very pronounced, and the men, 
•who under ordinary 
circumstances 


can see pretty far ahead, declare they 
cannot discern the merest semblance 
of an end to the present ultra-pros- 
perous conditions. 
The general im- 


pression is that the roads of the west 
will have more than they can do for 
at least a year to come. 


"Chicago, first of all centers, is ex- 


periencing the unpleasant features of 
the prosperity. 
The railroad yards 


of the city are scenes of more activity 
than ever before. At times the ac- 
tivity verges on demoralization, for 
frequently the cars become so num- 
erous that the moving of trains is 
done with great difficulty. It is not 
an uncommon occurrence for a train 
to wait for several hours before it can 
be cared for. 
There is a great lack- 


ing of men to handle the freight busi- 
ness in other parts of the country as 
well as Chicago. The railroads are 
exerting all possible efforts to secure 
men, but at this time they declare 
that their forces are far from ade- 
quate."

press company, to have been in the 
car in cash alone. 
The amount of 


jewelry, etc., Mr. Antisdel said he 
could not guess nt. 


Following is the official report of 


the robbery received at the North- 
western dispatcher's office today. 


"Three ot four men, masked and 


heavily armed, came to the office at 
tower W, a block station located half 
wny between Elburn and Maple Park. 
Told operator to hold up his hands. 
This was about 10:50 p. m. 
He 


thought they were fooling, but they 
then tied him down with a buckskin. 


"There was a train coming and op- 


erator told the men it was fourth 
110, and the men cleared the block. 
But when No. 0 was approaching 
close the men saw it was the train 
and dropped the train order signal, 
stopping the train. 
Immediately 


blew open the safe in American Ex- 
press company's car, looted its con- 
tents, then cut off engine and ran to 
a point two miles west of Maple Park 
and escaped. The express train was 
badly damaged. " 


When the special train 
bearing 


General Superintendent Sanborn. and 
Trainmaster Battisford reached the 
scene of the train robbery, they found 
that not only had the operator of 
Tower W b«en bound and gagged, 
but the conductor, engineer and fire- 
man of th* train had been tied secure- 
ly to. the express car, the robbers 
thus preventing immediate pursuit. 
The trainmen were only able to give 
their officials the direction the rob- 
bers had taken in 
making 
their 


escape. Shortly after the officials ar- 
rived another special train, bearing 
General Manager Antisdel, of 
the 


American Express company, W. A. 
Plnkerton and a number* of detec- 
tives, arrived and organized pursuit 
was at once begun. A good descrip- 
tion of the robbers was furnished by 
Operator Whistler, of 
Tower 
W. 


Blood was streaming from Whistler's 
face, where he had been struck with 
(i revolver by one of the robbers. He 
was almost dead from 
suffocation 


when released, the towel used as a 
gag having been stuffed down his 
throat. 


Three suspects were arrested 
at 


daybreak and taken to the

Elmhurst police station. 
The men 


were caught in a freight car, but the 
police were not at all confident that 
they had the right men.

company together offered a reward 
of $5,000 today for information lead- 
ing to the arrest and conviction of 
the Motile Park train robbers.

main unconfirmed. As Mafeking is

king, reliable details must still be 
awaited. 


DESTRUCTION OF TRAIN. 


Further details are at hand 
re- 


jarding the destruction of the ar- 
mored train at Kraaipan. These show 
that Captain Neshitt, who was in 
command of the train, was warned at 
Maribogo that the Boers held the 
line. He replied that he was bound 
to proceed. 
Nearing Kraaipan the 


train dashed into a culvert that had 
been blown up by the Boers, 
who 


were lying in wait for the train. The 
Boer artillery

fire and a desperate fight appears to 
Imve ensued, lasting four hours, witli 
the odds greatly against the British 
The precise details are uncertain. 


It seems, however, that a police 


patrol, attracted by the firing, ap 
preached within about two thousand 
yards of Kraaipan, saw the 
train 


ditched, with the Boor artillery stll 
pounding at it, but noticed no re 
spouse. The Boers seemed ^afraid tc 
approach until the wreck was com 
plete and the police patrol feared, a 
there were no signs of life near th 
train, that the entire force had per 
ishcd in a desperate attempt to ge 


the train back to Mafeking, where 
they knew it was anxiously awaited 
with its load of guns and ammuni- 
tion. It is reported that the Boers 
lost heavily, but there is no means 
of verifying this. Two miles of rails 
were torn up. i 


There is no Authoritative confirma- 


tion of the report that a battle has 
been fought in Natal between Gen. 
Sir George Stewart White and the 
Orange Free State troops, although 
there is no question that the Boers 
have crossed the frontier at several 
points. They are said to have eigh- 
teen guns, but if, us reported, the 
engagement began before the Boers 
iad formed a laager and thrown up 
earthworks, the British cavalry and 
artillery are liable to have had the 
best of the fighting. 


GREAT VICTORY REPORTED. 
It is even already reported that the 


British have gained a great victory, 
hat 2,000 Boers were killed and that 
the British loss was very light, but 
this may be without foundation, as 
another report hns been published to 
the effect that Lord Rothschild was 
n receipt of news of a great British 
victory,- but when the Associated 
Press representative questioned him 
•egording the alleged dispatch, he 
replied: 


"I am sorry that I have not re- 


vived anything of the sort." 


The probability seems to be that 


:here has been no fighting as yet in 
Natal.

The instruction is the best obtain- 
able. 
The scheme of work In the 


school is such as to lay the founda- 
tion of a broad and healthy art senti- 
ment in Fort Wayne. There are pri- 


I mnry classes for children as well as 
! higher instruction for those students 
who are themselves already artists. 
The tuitions of the school are remark- 
ably modest and place the advan- 
ages of the institution within the

Its only attraction 
was the salary, and .dt was just,as 
legitimate for a young man with a 
family to support to want that salary 
as to wimt his fees ns n lawyer.

was better nnd more American for 
him to ask for this office frankly as

THE RUSH. 


Fort Wnyne lines are not alone in 


the freight "boom" mentioned in The 
Sentinel yesterday. There are others 
and of them" the Chicago Record says: 


"Never before in the history of the 


western railroads has the general 
traffic been greater than it is at the 
present time. 
The handling 
of 


freight alone is bringing more money 
into the exchequers of the various 
lines than did the entire business in 
the "hard-time" years, and the pas- 
senger business is better with many 
roads than was that of the autumn 
months of the World's" Fair year. 
Everywhere the cry for more cars is 
going up and everywhere shippers 
are obliged to keep in Hue and 
patronize the railroads at the rail- 
roads' convenience. 


"All available rolling stock is be- 


ing utilized and still the roads are 
obliged to refuse much traffic. It is 
said that never before in the history 
of railroad operation has there been 
n greater and more lengthy demand 
for freight cars than at this time. 
And the traffic continues* to grow 
greater. Within the last few weeks 
the increase in the freight business 
was vei-y pronounced, and th,e men, 
•who under ordinary circumstances 
can see pretty far ahead, declare they 
cannot discern the merest semblance 
of an end to the present ultra-pros- 
perous conditions. The general im- 
pression is that the roads of the west 
will have more than they can do for 
at least a year to come. 


"Chicago, first of all centers, is 


pcrienclng the unpleasant features of 
the prosperity. The railroad yards 
of the city are scenes of more activity 
than ever before. • At times the ac- 
tivity verges on demoralization, for 
frequently the cars become so num- 
erous that the moving of trains is 
done with great difficulty. 
It is not 


an uncommon occurrence for a train 
to wait for several hours before it can 
be cared for. 
There is a great lack- 


ing of men to hnndle the freight busi- 
ness in other parts of the country as 
•well as Chicago. The railroads are 
exerting all possible efforts to secure 
men, 
but at this time they declare 


thftt their forces are far from ade 
quate."

In his pursuit of big things the 


American is apt to neglect the cities 
of medium size Iu Great Britain, and 
to concentrate his attention on Lon- 
don, 
Glasgow, Birmingham or Liver- 


pool. This is a mistake, for among 
the cities of 100,000 or 200,000 pop- 
ulation there are instances of munici- 
pal enterprise not excelled by any 
metropolis. Such a one is Hudders- 
field, a Yorkshire town of 100,000, 
situated in the midst of the British 
textile industries. 


Every municipal monopoly is un- 


der city management. 
The water 


works have been satisfactorily main- 
tained for years. 
In 1872 the gas 


works were taken over, the object 
being to reduce the price of gas and 
increase its use by the poorer classes. 
To this end the department intro- 
duced - penny-in-the-slot 
meters, 


Which have been so well received 
that about one-fifth of the popula- 
tion is now supplied in this 
way. 


When this meter is used a stove is 
supplied and "fixed" free of charge. 
Not one penny need be invested, ex- 
cept for the thirty feet of gas sold 
for two'cents. This is a great boon 
to' the poor, who find it very difficult 
to,save enough to purchase fittings 
outright. 
Stoves alone may be rent- 


ed for 10 per cent, of cost price per 
year,' and' the department has 
its 


own stores containing styles to suit 
the' poorest or the . most fastidious. 
The price of gas has been steadily re- 
duced, until now it IB 2s.

deed, the city has been so considerate 
of public welfare in every way that 
practically the whole population con- 
sumes municipal gns.

ment/of the city,' the council decided 
to beghr Operation, although it might 
Involve loss^ " Such, indeed, was the 
case until within the last year or two, 
when there1 has been a surplus. 


•Hutidorsfield has often been pointed 


to as'an illustration of the failure of 
iriuniclpal operation, but in truth the 
city ought to be praised, not blamed. 
A deficit IX not a desirable factor nor 
tq be sougnt for,'but a large profit ti 
not the .sole object of efficient city 
government. No one will deriy—and 
citizens of Huddorsfield the Inst of 
nll^-that the tramways 'have 
been 


worth -'to -the city all ' they' cost, 
Further, the failure to make a profit 
1^ -not duo .to lack of good manage- 
ment; but principally:to the nature 
of the city. The city is very widely 
scattered; • there • are 
many hills

tern is greatly used.and. meets a 
want is shown by the fact that ove

three times per year—a wonderfu 
record for a city of 100,000 popula> 
Hon. 


A unique feature is the letter box 


attached to each car, into which on 
cnn deposit his mail without extra 
charge, except when the car is stop- 
ped for that purpose; then two cents 
must be paid. This is a great coii 
veuieiice to all, especially those liv- 
ing in' outlying districts, for letter 
boxes are not so plentiful as with us 


The housing of the poor has 
al- 


ways received marked attention. The 
first model lodging house built by a 
city was constructed by Huddersfield 
ns far back ns 1853—about twenty 
years before'Glasgow built a similar 
one. Separate departments are pro- 
vided for men and women at 
six 


cents each per night, and another 
portion of the house is allotted to 
married couples. A mechanics' home, 
intended for a better class than the 
nomadic lodger, supplies accommoda- 
tions for ten cents per night. A 
grade higher are the artisans' dwell- 
ings, of which there are 1GO, con- 
stantly occupied and of great benefit 
:o the working classes. 


The city's health is not ns well 


guarded ns its industrial life. There 
s an ample municipal 
bath, 
the 


charges varying from two to twelve 
cents. Parks and recreation grounds, 
where musical concerts are 
given 


luring the summer, afford the poorer 
classes abundant fresh nir and sun- 
ight. The city also maintains pub- 
,ic halls, a municipal hospital and 
sanitarium, n public library, art gal- 
cry, refuse destructor, sewage dis- 
>osal works and a technical school in 
addition to the schools maintained 
>y the school board. 
Markets and 


slaughter houses are owned and con- 
rolled by the city, annually yield- 
11 g a considerable , revenue.

finally, there is a municipal cemetery, 
which shows a profit of some $7,000 
per year. 


What more socialistic town? Be- 


ginning life in a municipal artisans' 
[welling, the young man rides to 
his work in n municipal tram. He 
gets his gas or electricity from the 
ity. His wife rents a gns stove from 
he city,- purchases her produce from 
a municipal market and buys meat 
hat has been prepared in a munici- 
>al abattoir. 
Both use the public 


booths, enjoy the city's parks, and 
send their children to the city's play- 
grounds.

And in a thousand other 
ways their daily life comes in close 
ontact witli the city 
government. 


At last they nre ^juried in

emetcry. This may be socialism, or 
t may not be. One thing is certain,

erprise. 


FATAL AGE OF THIRTY-SEVEN. 


The age of thirty-seven Is a par- 
iculorly fatal age. An examination 
ot the records of the United States 
government shows that more pepplc 
!ie; at that age than any other after 
attaining their majority. 
It is also 


ascertained that more misfortunes 
ivertake persons at that age than at 
any other time in their lives and that 
ew fortunate events befall them. 
An examination of history develops 
he same thing. At the age of 37 
a great sorrow befell Aristotle—the 
death of Plato, his friend and teacher, 
with whom he had studied for nearly 
wenty years. 
This sorrow plainly 


howed'its effects upon his future life 
md to it may be attributed the snd 
one of his later writings. 
It was. at the age of 37 that Lord 


Jyron died of fever at Greece. As 
Lord 
Benconsfield 
says, he was 


'greater as a man than as a writer, 
ind his losfl to the world was a groat 
blow to it." 


Raphael, the glory of Italian art, 


died at 37. He fell sick a week be- 
fore his birthday of cold and fever, 
and died on that day, Good Friday. 
In him the world, lost one of its 
greatest artists. 


In music; like art and poetry, Eng- 


iand 'lost her greatest composer at 
;he age of 37. Purcell, the most dis- 
tinguished 
musician 
Britain pro- 


duced, died -within a few1 days after 
attaining his 37th year. The regard 
in which lie was held in England 
placed him on a par with Milton in 
epic poetry, with Shakespeare on the 
stage, Locke in metaphysics, and Sir 
Isaac Newton in philosophy and 
mathematics.

AID THE FARMER 


BACTERIA PLAY A PART IN AG 


RICULTURE. 


VACCINATION 
OF THE 
LAND 


IMMENSE CROPS CAN BE MADE 


A CERTAINTY. 


FEASIBILITY DEMONSTRATED 


WHAT SCIENCE IS DOING IN 


THAT DIRECTION. 


When it gets so that a farmer cnn 


;o out and vaccinate his potatoe field 
thereby insuring n good crop, it must 
be admitted that bacteriology has ad- 
vanced to an extent that calls for 
wonder and admiration. Perhaps in- 
oculate would be a better word to use 
in this connection, for it is not vac- 
cine matter which the farmer is rec- 
ommended by the scientist to inject 
nto his fields, but a microbe which 
produces nitrogen for the use of the 
crops. 
Such bacteria, produced by 


what is known as "culture," by being' 
irtifit'ially propagated, sire already 
on the market, and though the in- 
dustry is still in its infancy, the fe:is- 
bility of producing: rich soils by in- 
oculation has been demonstrated. 


Some time ago Berthelot, the ccle- 


trated French chemist, predicted that 
he time was coming when the cheni- 
st in his laboratory would mtinufac- 
ure unlimited quantities oC iiutri- 
lous food for mankind, and the oc- 
upation of the man witli a hoc would 
be gone. 
Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief 


chemist of the department of ngri- 
ulture, says of the dreams of M. Ber- 
helot: 


"This savant boldly proclaimed 


hat synthetic chemistry had already 
made such progress as to warrant the 
xpcctation that in days not far dis- 
ant the vocation of the geoponist 
would bo gone. 
According to his 


philosophy, the areas devoted to agri- 
ulture would he planted to forests 
nd parka and the whole world would 
>« made a pleasure garden in which 
men, no. longer doomed to earn their 


cfutd by the sweat of their brow, 
ould roam at will, while tho chemist 
n his laboratory would supply them 
with unlimited stores of nutritious 
ood." 
Sir William Crooites, president of 
ho British Associatidn for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, in an address 
xfore the association, to quote Dr. 
filey again, "again raised the ghost 
f starvation, which lias been period- 
cally flouted before men since the 
Inies of Mai thus. According to Sir 
William, the.starvation which is im- 
ninent to humanity will be due to 
he scarcity of wheat, and the failure 
f ' the wheat crop will. be due to a 
ack of assimilable nitrogen." 
Sir William's argument was briefly 
a follows: 
Wheat is the great source of bread 
f the most advanced and progressive 
lations of the world. 
.The area planted to wheat is now 
iractically as great as it ever can be. 
The natural fertility of the wheat 


fields'is diminishing rapidly, due to 
oss of available nitrogen, so that the 
verage product per acre can not be 
greatly increased. 
In about thirty years the increase 
n the population of the earth will 
each a point when all the wheat will 


eaten, and actual hunger for bread 


will be.established. 


The only way to avoid the world 
dnrine for bread is to increase the 
tores of available nitrogen. 
The deposits of natural 
nitrogen 


ire not large enough to supply in- 
lefinitely the increasing needs of 
igrlculture. 


IThe activity of nitrifying organ- 
sins also will not be sufficient to 
meet the demand.' The sole resource, 
.herefore, seems to be the chemical 
discovery of firing nitrogen, and to 
his end tho electrical process seems 
jest adapted, and probably.the vast 
energy of the Niagara water power 
might be devoted to this purpose. 
Between the dark picture of a starv- 
ng world whose only hope is' in 
Niagara Falls, as set forth by Sir 
William Crookes, and that fascinat- 
ing picture portrayed by Bertholot, 
are the great nitrate beds of Chili, 
and who shall say how many more 


undiscovered, and more than'• all 


;his, . new 
and 
rapid 
developing 


knowledge of 
inoculation, 
which 


practical chemistry is now getting in 
working order. 


, For years and years the farmer has 
Inoculated his fields, .without know- 
ing it, when he planted in a growth 
of clover, peas, beans or other plants 
of the kind known as leguminous. 


•He knew that by raising such crops 


and plowing them in the fertility of 
his field was increased, and now the 
scientist comes along and tells him 


why. 
It seems that these plants arc 


infested with little animals so smal 
as to require a microscope to see 
them, that they are busy night aiid 
day putting the nitrogen of the aii 
into such shape that it can be usee 
by plant life. Dr. Wiley says of these 
little workers: "In so far as is defi- 
nitely known the leguminosac, that 
is, the family to which clover, peas, 
beans and similar plants belong, are 
the only, plants capable of sustaining 
the parasitic life of the nitrifying 
bacteria. 
From'time immemorial It 


had been noticed, that such plants of- 
ten had small nodules on their roots 
from the size ofja shot to the size of 
a pea. These were formerly supposed 
to be evidences bf a diseased condi 
tion. Some ten years ogo it was dis 
covered that these nodules were in 
habited by bacteria which have the 
faculty of converting free nitrogen 
into forms suitable for plant nutri- 
tion. 
Thus, what was supposed to 


be the effect of a disease is found in 
fact to be a most useful form of bac- 
teria." 


The discovery of these organisms 


has led to a systematic cultivation of 
them with a view of supplying them 
to soils which are deficient in them. 
These little animals are supplied to 
the farmer in small bottles and are 
prepared for use 'by stirring them in 
with a mass of moist rich earth. This 
causes them to multiply rapidly. 
When they have multiplied sufficient- 
y the earth in which they ore is scat- 
:ered over the field into which it is 
lestrcd to introduce them. Besides 
these bacteria, which work to give 
life to peas, beans, clover and the 
like, there are other bucteria labor- 
ng in the soil to give nitrogen in a 
jroper form to general crops, and 
':hey also have been caught, classified 
ind cultivated. 


One species of the bacteria 
is 


cnowii as alinite, and is said to be an 
efficient germ in transforming free 
nitrogen into a chemical combina- 
tion, 
especially 
adapted for 
the 


nourishment of cereals. 
Dr. Wiley 


says that this n Unite has been sub- 
ected to extensive experiments by 
foreign chemists,but Dr. Wiley is of 
he opinion that the practical value 
>f the substance must be left for fu- 
ture 
experimental study. 
When - 


alinite is used to inoculate a field it 
8 mixed with water and tho infusion 
ipplled to the Seeds before they arc 
sown. From 000 to 1,000 individual 
microbes are said to adhere to each 
soed. Theoretically considered, it is. 
ogical to expect that if with tho seed 
s planted a large number of organ- 
sms capable of rendering available 
for tho use of the germ and the plant 
which is to grOw from it the nitrogen 
already contained in the soil and en- 
lowed with tho power of absorbing 
more nitrogen from the air tho young 
plants will begin their growth with 


vigor and rapidity which will as- 


sure an abundant harvest. 


Even Prof. John A. Meyers, who is 


•ather doubtful of the success of in- 
oculation applied to land, admits that 
n the case of plants like clover or 
beans—in short, the legumhmc—the 
soil which would not before bear 
crops of these would, after inocula- 
tion, produce fair crops. 


In order that soils should be inocu- 


ated with just the bacteria they need 
:o increase their productiveness, it 
s necessary to have samples of these 
soils, and thus a new branch of agri- 
cultural research -lias been 
estab- 


ished in the United States. 
Dr. 


JPIIey, who seems to have taken up 
this study in earliest and to have 
ichieved better results than any of 
the 
foreign 
experimenters, says: 


'For several years the chemical di- 
vision of the department of agrtcult- 
ire. has pursued studies of this de- 
scription. . From all parts of the 
:puntry samples of soil have been 
secured, not merely for physical and 
chemical examination, but also for 
;he purpose of studying the nature 
>f .the nitrifying organisms. 
To this 


md a new method of procedure had to 
be in vented, and tested. Tho problem 
tf securing samples free from con- 
;amination with other organisms 
vns one of considerable difficulty. 
L'his problem we have endeavored to 
solve in the manner described below: 


• ."Sterilized sampling tubes are' pre- 
pared and covered with rubber caps. 
The tube is made of brass, beveled at 
jne end so as to easily enter the soil. 
The tube, rubber caps and the rubber 
jails, which are placed in them to 
prevent the cutting- action of the 
idges of the tubs,'are-subjected to a 
sterilization temperature for an hour 


two on three successive days. Any 


spores which nmy have escaped de- 
struction in the first sterilization arc 
permitted to develop and are destroy- 
ed in the successive sterilizations. 
The blunt end of the tube-is filled 
with a plug of sterilized cotton, 
which serves to permit t\ie egress of 
tho air when the nharp end of the 
tube is forced into the soil to secure 
the sample."

These qucs- 
ions iir.vc been answered in part by 
nlculations and observations, and in 
itirt by well-founded theories of as- 
ronomers.

The comet, on the contrary, is a 
reature of the skies more to be reck- 
ned with. 
Erratic as its wandcr- 


ngs may seem to the unsophisticnt- 
d, in reality it pursues a most clefl- 
lite course among the stars. 
The 


jugths of the orbit which comets 
ravel vary from a few hundred mil- 
ions of miles to thousands of bil- 
lons.

o a hundred thousand years. The 
arecisencss of astronomical knowl- 
:dge is such that the exact distance 
me of these bodies moves in a sec- 
jnd can be determined. Hence the 
ime at which it will arrive at any 
f^iven point in its orbit can be pre- 
licted to the second. 
FRAGMENTS OF FORMER COMET. 


When the statement is made, then, 
mt the Leonids nre but the frng- 
nents of a former comet and that 
.hose fragments nre pursuing 
the 


course pursued in bygone ages by 
that comet, it will be seen readily 
that there is nothing remarkable in 
:he farther statement that modern 
astronomers cnn predict the time at 


•Inch the November meteoric show- 


ers will appear. The swarm of par- 
ticles which formed once the glorious

Tho course of Tempel's comet ani 


of its subsequent particles complete 
ly encircles the orbit of the earth 
touching it at only one point on its 
outer edge. 
Continuing, it crosses 


the orbit of Jupiter and Saturn and 
extends a few millions of miles be 
yond that of Uranus. 
Its orbit is 


elliptical and twenty times as long 
as that of the earth. 


ASTRONOMERS INTERESTED. 
"One 
of the most interesting ques- 


tions that will be brought up for de- 
termination during the coining visil 
of the November meteors is connected 
with their first presence in the solar 
system," said Prof. William A. Hark- 
ness, at the naval observatory, re- 
cently. 
"There 
is a well-founded 


theory to the effect that Tempel's 
comet was originally drawn into the 
solar system by the planet Uranus, 
and this year the exact date of its 
coming will be proven by actual ob- 
servation.. 


"We nre unable to predict the ex- 


act hour at which the November nie- 
;eoric showers will begin. Although 
:hese meteroids revolve around the 
sun in a definite orbit, the point of 
;hat orbit's intersection 
with 
the 


>rbit of the earth moves forward at 
,he rate of a degree and a half a year, 
hus throwing- the advent of the mo- 
eors a few hours later at each suc- 
eeding fall. 
For example, the fall 


jf 1S33 occurred on the night 
of 


November 13; the fall of 1890 will 
nke place on the evening of Novem- 


14 and probably will be of some 


lours' duration. 
It will be visible 


hroughout the whole of the North 
American continent and in Europe 
nd Asia. 
"The November meteors receive the 
inme of Leonids from the fact that 
liey seem to pour out from that part 
f the heavens wherein is located 
he constellation of Leo. In weight 
liese meteors vary from a few grains 
o many pounds. 
On striking the 


nrth's atmosphere they begin 
to 


iurn at the height of seventy-four 
dies and are generally entirely con- 
umcd at a height of fifty miles. 
MAKES A RARE SPECTACLE. 
"A great meteoric shower is gener- 
lly perfectly noiseless. 
Wben the 


trcnk is first formed it is narrow 
ltd straight, but it soon becomes 
erpentine, and assumes an irregu- 
ar figure as it drifts along, under 
lie influence of the wind current in 
lie upper region of the atmosphere, 
'he streaks arc- of various colors, 
wing to the (1 iff event compositions 
f the meteorites.

He quotes the celebrated hls- 
orlan, Conde, who in his Arabian 
istory states that "On the night 
f the 12th of October, 902, an im- 
mense number of falling stars were 
een to spread themselves over the 
ace of the sky like rain."

•ns the November meteoric shower 
f 1833. 
In Boston alone it is esti- 


mated that 240,000 meteors 
were

ic says: "Compared with the splen- 
lor of this celestial exhibition the 
nost brilliant rockets and fireworks 
f art bore less relation than the most 
iny star to the broad glare of the 
un. Stars fell until there were none 
eft."

Not only does it explain the name 
given to Joseph, but it settles for all 
time the question as to who was the 
Pharaoh before whom Joseph stood. 


BRIEF HISTORY OF BOERS. 


To understand the Boers a brief 


summary of their history is neces- 
sary. 
James Erice says the Dutch 


settlement began as a kitchen gar- 
den, a body of settlers having been 
sent to Cape Town to raise vegetables 
and furnish supplies to passing ships. 
This was in 1652. 


Thirty-seven 
years 
later 
300 


French Huguenots were sent to Cape 
Town. 
They were persons of high 


stamp, political refugees, well edu- 
cated, cultivated, strongly attached 
to liberty and to their faith. 
After 


a'time they were forced to join the 
Dutch Reformed church and the use 
of French was forbidden. 
They in- 


termarried with the Dutch and much 
that, is fine and noble in the Boers 
comes from the French Huguenots. 
These people had an inherent hatred 
of blacks which has been their salva- 
tion. 


The character of the country has 


made them a pastoral people. 
For 


the most part it is a plateau for 3,000 
to 4,500 feet above the sea. with few 
rivers, usually dry a great part of the 
year; n soil not rich, with few forests 
and almost no high trees. 
It is a 


land of grazing1, and so the Boers be- 
came raisers of cattle. 


Their Bible was fis much a part of 


their daily life as their food. In their 
wanderings the daily family worship 
•was never omitted. During the whole 
of the eighteenth century there was 
n constant dispersion of settlers from 
the Cape Town nucleus into the wild- 
erness. 


How the Prince of Orange gave 


South Africa to the British during 
liis exile, how it was restored to the 
Dutch in 1803 and how the British 
»eized It In 1800 by virtue of over- 


-idge 0,500 feet above the sea and 
rising rather steeply above its south- 
ern base.

diplomat who has measured

with him. 


He is a man of enormous wealth 


$25,000,000, it is said, yet he lives 
ns simply as when he was n. farmer.

The rapid increase of the popula- 


tion of Johannesburg, due to the de- 
velopment of the gold mining inter- 
ests, filled the Boers with disgust. 
The drinking, swearing-, 
gambling 


roysterers were not 
calculated 
to 


bring about a spirit of liberality. 


The clash was inevitable. 
As the 


Uitlnnders increased in wealth and 
numbers they wanted political power. 
On December 25, 1895, the National 
Reform union of Johannesburg is- 
sued a manifesto demanding these re- 
forms : 


The establishment of a republic a 


a true republic under a constitution 
approved of by the whole nation; an 
amicable franchise and a fair repre- 
sentation; the equality of the Dutch 
and the English language; the re- 
sponsibility to the legislature of the 
heads of the great departments; the 
removal of religious disabilities; the 
establishment of independent courts 
of justice; liberal education; an effi- 
cient civil service, with adequate pay 
and pension system; free trade in 
African products. 


"With this went a demand for an 


answer in plain terms. 
Three days 


after the date of this manifesto, on 
December 29, Mr. Chamberlain, sec- 
retary for the colonies, sent a con- 
fidential cable message to Sir Her- 
cules Robinson, her majesty's high 
commissioner for South Africa, which 
is said to have contained these words: 


''It hns been suggested, although I 


do not think it probable, that an en- 
deavor might be made to force mat- 
ters in Johannesburg to a head by 
some one in the service of the com- 
pany advancing from 
Bechanaland 


with police."

Here 
the scene painter and carpenter had 
dono thuir utmost to produce ftn exact 
copy of a famous court und alley well 
known to tho poor creatures who mako 
tip « part of the outcast London hn 
mnnity. Tho rags, the crowding; tho 
vilcness, the broken furniture, tho hor- 
rible animal existence forced upon 
crentnres made in God's image, wero so 
skillfully shown in this scene that more 
than one elegant woman in the theater, 
seated, like Rose Sterling, in a sump- 
tuous box. surrounded with silk hang- 
ings ond'volvet covered railing, .caught 
herself shrinking back a little, at) if 
contamination wero possible from tho 
nearness of this piece of painted canvas. 
It was almost too realistic, and yet it 
had a horrible fascination for Felicia 
us sho sat there alone, bnried back in a 
cushioned scat absorbed in thoughts tlmt

Tho new dis- 
cipleship in Raymond had proved to bo 
BO valuable in its results that Henry 
Maxwell wished the chim-h in general 
to sharo with tho disciples in Ray- 
mond. Already thcro had begun a vol- 
unteer movement iu many of 
the 


ilmrches throughout tho country, act- 
ing on their own desiro to walk closer 
in tho steps of Jesus. The Christian 
Endeavor societies had with enthusiasm 
in many churches taken the pledgo to 
do as Jesus would do, and tho result 
was already marked in a deeper spir- 
itual life and a power in church influ- 
ence that was liko a new birth for tho 
members.

Ho added in a 
quiet voico that all who volunteered to 
make tho pledge to tin as Jesus would 
do wero asked to remain after tho 
morning service. 


Instantly he" proceeded with his ser-

PEOPLE OVER-WORKED. 


I ronitirk, in the first place, that 


these small, stinging nnnoynncts 
may come in the shape of a nervous 
orpnnization. People who are pros- 
trated under typhoid fevers or with 
broken bones get plenty of sympathy, 
but who pities anybody that is nerv- 
ous? The doctors say, nnd/the fam- 
ily says, and everybody says, "Oh, 
she's only a little nervous; that's 
nil." 
The sound of a heavy foot, 


the harsh clearing of a throat, a dis- 
cord in music, n want in harmony 
between the shawl and the glove on 
the siime person, a curt answer, a 
passing slight, the wind from the 
cast, anyone of ten thousand annoy- 
ances, opens the door for the hornet. 
The fact is, Hint thn vast majority of 
the people in this country are over- 
worked nnd then- nerves arc the first 
to pive out. A great multitude are 
under the strain of Ley den, who, 
when he was told by his physician 
that if he did not stop working while 
he wns in such poor physical health 
he would die, responded, 
"Doctor, 


whether I live or die the wheel must 
keep going round." These sensitive 
persons of whom I speak have a 
bleeding sensitiveness. The flies love 
to light on anything raw, and these 
people are like the Canaanites spoken 
of in the text or in the context—they 
have a very thin covering1 nnd are 
vulnerable at all points. "And the

DEPRESSING STATEMENTS. 
Agnin, the small insect annoyances 


may come to us in the 
shape of 


friends nnd acquaintances who are 
always saying disagreeable things. 
There are some people you cannot be 
with for half nn hour but you feel 
cheered and comforted. Then there 
are other people you cannot be with 
for five minutes before you feel mis- 
crr.ble. 
They do not mean to dis- 


turb you, but they sting you to the 
bone. They gather up all the yarn 
which the gossips spin and retail it. 
They gather up all the adverse criti- 
cism about your person, about your 
business, about your home, 
about 


your church, and they make your 
ear the funnel into which they pour 
it. 
They laugh heartily when they 


tell you, na though it were a good 
joke, nnd you laugh, too—outside. 


These people nro brought to our 


attention in the Bible, in tlio book 
of Ruth. Naomi went forth beauti- 
ful and with the finest of worldly 
prospects into another land; but after 
awhile she crime bnck widowed nnd 
sick and poor. What did her friends 
do when she cnme to the cityP They 
all went out, and instead of giving 


cartridge." When you stand chin 
deep in annoyances is the time foi 
you to swim out toward the great 
headlands of Christian attainment, so 
ns to "know Christ and the pou 
his resurrection, nnd to have fellow- 
ship with his sufferings."

Here 
is one man who takes it in the bulk. 
His bnck is broken, or his eyesight is 
put out. or some other awful calam- 
ity befalls him, while the vast ma- 
jority of people take the thing piece- 
meal. Which way would you rather 
have It? 
Of course, in piecemeal. 


Better have five aching teeth than 
one broken jaw; better ten fly-blisters 
than an amputation; better twenty 
squalls thr.n one cyclone. 
THUNDERBOLTS OF CALAMITY, 


There mny be a difference of opin- 


ion ns to allopathy nnd homeopathy, 
but in this matter of trouble I like 
homeopathic doses*-small pellets of 
annoyances rather than some knock- 
down dose of calamity. Instead of 
the thunderbolt give us thn hornet. 
If you have a bank, you would o 
great deal rather that 
fifty 
men 


would come in with checks leas Ihnn 
a hundred dollars than to have two 
depositors come in the same day each 
ranting his $10,000. In this Intter 
case you cough nnd look down to the 
floor nnd you look up to tbc coiling 
before you look into the safe. Now, 
my friends, would you not rather 
have these small drafts of annoy- 
ance on your bank of faith than some 


nd upon your 


endurance? But remember that little 
ns well ns great annoyances equally 


for 
im- 


most infinitesimal 
damage you forovei 


require you to trust in Christ 
succor nnd for deliverance fn 
pntience and irritability. "Thou wilt 
keep him in perfect peace whose mind 
is stayed on Thee."

rats, and these small creatures almost 
devoured the town, and

SWEETNESS FROM IRRITATION.

The 
individual taxes do not amount to 
much, but in the aggregate to mil- 
lions nnd millions of dollars. And I

would otherwise irritate and nnnoy. 


A returned missionary told me that
